AIR wages do not work a hardship on any business or 
any employer if fair wage legislation is enacted and 
rigidly enforced. If all those employing labor in the same 
line of business are forced by law to pay that labor the 
same decent wage there is no discrimination. As a matter 
of fact it has been proven in British Columbia and in other 
places where fair wage legislation is on the statute books, 
and where it is enforced impartially and rigorously, that 
it has had a tonic effect on all lines of business 


It is among the lower priced wage earners that the tair 
wage legislation is necessary and that class of wage earner 
uses the increase in wa tain a higher standard of 
living. It is not money hoarded away. It goes into circula- 
tion immediately, and it dollars spent for 
necessities so that the manufacturer must make more 
goods to meet the demand, and the storekeeper must em- 
ploy more help to take of his increased business. 
More people at work in turn means a greater demand for 
goods and the whole result is of general benefit.

Labor officials have predicted that the first 
year the plan is in operation 50,000 railwaymen 
will retire voluntarily, thus opening jobs for at 
least 40,000 new and younger men. That should 
everyone, in Canada as well as in the 
United States. The scheme will make a practi- 
cal demonstration of how far pensions will go 
to encourage the voluntary retirement of older 
workers and thus open up jobs for young men 

When it has been urged that an arrangement 
of that kind in Canada would take a large num- 
ber of older men off ‘the labor market and thus 
create opportunities for young men who are 
obliged to live at their expense, or at the ex- 
pense of the public, the idea has been ridiculed 
in quarters where it is held that nothing can be 
done other or better than to go on supporting 
young men on relief while old men work. The 
House of Representatives repudiates that noth- 
ing-can-be-done attitude by a majority of 360 
to one 

The proof of the matter will be the test which 
is thus to be made, among a large class of men, 
who are relatively well paid and therefore may 
be supposed less willing than others to quit their 
wage jobs and go on pensions. If the plan works

BLOOMERS SET THE PACE 
We seem to have passed a notable anniversary 
recently without realizing it 
For it was on May 27, 1837—just a century 
ago—that a determined lady named Amelia

Amelia Bloomer was denounced and thunder- 
ed at. She stuck to her guns, inquiring how a 
woman could be expected to be active in the 
tripple-petticoated dust-mops that went by the 
name of skirts in those days; and in the slow 
progre of the years woman's right to dress 
sensibly was at length won.—Vencouver Sun. 


DEBT ADJUSTMENT 

It was hardly to be expected that the holders 
of Moose Jaw municipal bonds would allow the 
reduction of interest to go through unprotested 
when it could be stopped by the very simple 
process of objection by the holders of 20 per 
cent of the debt.

Passing Show 


By J. 8. COWPER 

These English are a strange people, my 
masters. 

Having gently eased a popular prince from 
the throne, Rt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin, ironmaster 
by trade, retires to his books and pigs and 
brother peers. 

An anonymous Britisher thereupon sends a 
donation of a quarter of a million pounds ster- 
ling (about 61,235,000) as a thank offering to the 
government for the former premier’s “courage- 
ous, far-seeing and sympathetic handling of a 
supremely difficult situation, which averted 
inevitable dangers for the Empire.” 

Many people, including this commentator, 
think that Stanley Baldwin handled a difficult 
situation with courage, vision and sympathy, 
but here's a subject who feels more than a 
million dollars worth of gratitude and sends his 
cheque in payment, 

There are not many people who can send 
cheques that the banks will honor for such huge 
sums. Yet the identity of the giver will assur- 
edly remain concealed. He is probably some 
man who met Edward and cheered for him in 
days gone by. He feels as did Brutus over 
Caesar, if one may paraphrase the lines that 
Shakespeare puts into the mouth of the Roman 
patriot: “’Tis not that I love Edward less, but 
rather home the more.” 

That's the sort of thing that makes sane 
Frenchmen, who are very practical in all that 
appertains to public service, wonder if the Eng- 
lish are not completely mad. 


“Onur Lords and Masters,” a new book by an 
anonymous writer or writers with pronounced 
German-American bias—argues that the British 
government pulls the string of events in both 
hemispheres; that the Bank of England works 
hand in hand on major policies with the British 
Government, and that English society, backed 
by a nobility to which admission is gained only 
by distinguished public service, runs the Empire. 

Much of it reads as if it had been Englished 
by Mr. Mencken. Angered as is the author (or 
authors) at the spectacle of the two great 
families of English-speaking nations reposing 
trust in each other, the book has to admit that 
service without hope of financial reward, is still 
the lode-star in British public life. 

Stanley Baldwin not only refused to unload 
his business on the public at the end of the war, 
but made anonymous gift to the British Treasury 
of one-fifth of his family fortune. That is much 
more explicable than the impulse of the present 
donor who gives to the Treasury $1,235,000 as a 
“thank-offering” for the courage, vision and 
sympathy shown by Baldwin in affirming the 
sovereignty of Parliament over the monarch, 
without affecting the unity of the British people. 

First need of the stricken people of Bilbao 
after the city had surrendered, was for water. 
Next to food and water, the greatest modern 
need is for electric power. 

A one-day strike of power company em- 
ployees in Michigan a couple of weeks ago 
paralysed industry while it lasted. We are so 
accustomed to having electricity at our back that 
we do not realize our dependence on the safe 
running of central power systems 

When electric power stops, it means much 
more than darkened homes and streets. Street 
cars and elevators stop running. Electrically 
operated clocks quit—including the clocks on 
electrically operated bank vaults. Cash regis- 
ters which operate by electricity refuse to open. 
Printing presses and motor driven machines in 
factories stay motionless. Even automobile traffic 
is interfered with, for electricity is used to oper- 
ate many filling station pumps. Water systems 
are often dependent on electric pumps 

Next to actual thirst and starvation, nothing 
disrupts a city and pleys more havoc with its 
people than a break-down in its supply of elec- 
tricity Fs

Visiting the headquarters of the Calgary 
Prophetic Bible Institute while passing through

On one occasion he had to cal! for a 
little profanity in order to keep a preaching en- 
gagement. This is an aspect of road-making in 
Alberta that will doubtless be enquired into by 
the forthcoming Roya! commission. 

A new idea in collective bargaining comes 
from the Ford plant, preserved on a photographic 
plate. It shows a discussion between an or- 
ganizer for the United Automobile Workers of 
America and four members of the service de-

Editor, Bulletin: With reference to 
the report of the discussion on re- 
lief questions contained in your is- 
sue of the 17th inst,, it appears to 
me that our Minister of Municipal 
Affairs is either very negligent in 
his knowledge of relief (or “work") 


ing to give a wrong impression of 
the conditions to the general public. 
In his reply to Mr. Duke, he states 
the men are paid at the rate of 30 
cents an hour and are “given board 
and shelter 

The actual conditions are as fol- 
lows: A man is told that he is work- 
ing for 30 cents an hour, but is re- 
sponsible for his railroad fare which 
in my case is $3.15. The board bill 
is $5.25 a week, and medical fees 
2 cents per day. Blankets are 
charged up at $7.50 and the amount 
returned when the work is termin- 
aled 

Following the deductions the ac- 
tual wages are 17 1-6 cents per hour, 
out of which the man buys his 
clothes, and is only paid half his 
wages in cash and the remainder at 
the rate of $4.00 a week, To climax 
the affair the man is only allowed 
to stay in the camp until he has 
seven vouchers (each $4.00) to his 
credit, which amounts to approxi- 
mately two months’ work. He is of 
course expected to live on $4.00 a 
week when out of work, but is 
charged $5.25 when he is working 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Maynard 
cannot come and work jn this camp 
and wait for his wages for an in- 
definite period as many of the men 
are doing We notice that more 
promptness is exercised in voting 
the M.L.A.’s stipends 

1 am of the opinion that 40 cents 
an hour should be paid on the pro- 
vincial highways, especially in view 
of the fact that the deductions in 
the first half of the month, in the 
case of a new man. leaves him work- 
ing for his board for at least 15 
days. Also the Government should 
get more interested in the men 


working on the grade, and not waste 
so much time on questions about 
horses

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


| By FRED WILLIAMS 
Ninety-nine years ago today 
Princess Victoria was crowned 
| Queen of Great Britain and Ireland 
| in Westminster Abbey, one year 
| and eight days after her accession 
to the throne on June 20, 1837, Un- 
like her accession, the news of 
which was not received in Canada 
for five weeks after it had taken 
place, the coronation gave oppor- 
tunity for the loyal people of Can- 
ada to manifest their joy in various 
ways. Perhaps the most important 
was the 


act of that June 28, 1837, 
proclamation issued at Quebec by 
| the Earl of Durham in which he 


| granted amnesty to a large number 
| of minor participants in the rebel- 
lion of 1887 and ordered the de- 
portation of some of the leaders to 

Bermuda. This act was disallowed 
| by the British government, and as a 
result Durham resigned and left the 
situation for his successor to handle, 
but never regretted his act of clem- 
ency as a proof of the mercy of 
| the young Queen, 

The Canada of that day was, of 
course, quite small, compared with 
today, extending. so far as popula- 
tion was concerned, from Halifax 
to the Detroit river, with large in- 
tervening places without people, 
Demonstrations, military and civil, 
were held at Halifax, Fredericton, 
Quebec, Montreal, Kingston, Tor- 
onto, Hamilton and London (de- 
spite the fire of rebellion which 
wag still smouldering in paris of 
Lower Canada and in “the loyal 
province of Upper Canada’), Of- 
ficialdom was much to the front at 
church services, garrison parades 
and banquets. The "common people” 
enjoyed free dinners from oxen 
roasted in public, and free beer; 
there were illuminations in which 
much candle grease was consumed 
‘what a contrast to the electrical 
illuminations 59 years later at the 
diamond jubilee of 1897!) and the 
loyalists cheered for the young 
Queen, prayed for a happy reign 
for her and prosperity for all 
Britons. 

There were later rejoicings when 
the Queen was married in 1840 and 
| when the Prince of Wales was born 
| in 1841, Indeed the small Canada 
of that time never missed an op- 
portunity to show its affection for 
the woman whom they never saw
